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THE АВТ UNION. 


THERE is а picture now exhibiting іп New Bond Street, which 
the proprietors and exhibitor believe — or wish to believe — is the 
work of Velasquez. It represents Charles I. in his youth, during 
his exile in Spain ; and as Velasquez is known to have painted 
such a picture, though its whereabouts has long been a mystery, 
the identity of this work with the ** long lost" production is some- 
what favoured.. We do not pretend to affirm or deny the origin 
of this painting. We hold that there is no certain and unequivocal 
test of the authorship of such old works, nor do we think it very 
much matters to the interests of Art whether they be the produc- 
tion of a man renowned for his skill, or of an unknown labourer 
in the vineyard. "Their intrinsic merit should determine their 
true value ; a good Jones is always, to our thinking, better than a 
bad Correggio. So of this likeness of Prince Charles — the 
colouring is so fresh, the picture so life-like, the resemblance to 
what he must have been before care had paled his complexion, (if 
Vandyke painted truly,) so perfect, that if it be not a Velasquez— 
the Velasquez — il mérite bien de l'être. Yet, with all its merit, it 
will pass away from us, and become the ornament of some private 
cabinet, as many other admirable pictures have done. We have 
a National Gallery — so called — but we have no national pride 
in pictures, or we should be only too glad to possess another fine 
record of the British Priuce, who, whatever his great political 
faults may have been, did more for Art than any sovereign that 
has since swayed the English sceptre. Тһе bitter hostility of the 
Reformers, who looked upon the encouragement of painting and 
sculpture as tending to promote idolatry and superstition, and to 
minister to passion and luxury, did not deter Charles Т. from fos- 
tering the talents of a Rubens and a Vandyke. What Henry VIII, 
originated, the unfortunate Charles matured, and the gallery of 
Whitehall became the pride of the country. 

We cannot readily remember the number of pictures procured 
by the King for the embellishment of that palace, but it is on 
record that some hundreds decorated its walls, and that among 
these were the works of Holbein and Correggio, Raffaele, Giulio 
Romano, Rembrandt, Parmeggiano, Rubens, Titian, Paul Ve- 
ronese, &c. "True, the subsequent ascendancy of Puritanism was 
a *heavy blow and great discouragement " to art, for the Round- 
heads scattered for filthy lucre, under the pretext of an abhorrence 
of the profanity of scripture paintings, the noblest productions 
that taste and refinement had accumulated; but the seeds of a 
passion for painting and sculpture had taken root in England, 
and only awaited the Restoration to fructify in undisturbed 
luxuriance. ‘Thus was the service rendered by Charles I. per- 
manent and invaluable, at least entitling bis memory to as much 
gratitude as would insure the national purchase of a new found 
picture of the royal exile in his youth. 

Тһе foregoing observations have arisen from a mental re- 
currence to the history of the arts in this country, suggested by 
the present amplitude of encouragement afforded to the painter 
by modern galleries and institutions. Two hundred years ago 
the palace at Whitehall, afterwards the prey of the “ destructive 
element," contained the solitary collection in Great Britain. 
Foreign wars, civil commotions, and public distress have inter- 
mediately, at different times, checked the progress of painting 
among us, yet at this moment we have six galleries open annually 
for the reception of modern works of art; two permanent na- 
tional collections (such as they are); several superb private 
collections — the Peel and Stafford, for example; the galleries at 
Dulwich, Hampton Court, Windsor, &c. ; and an infinite number 
of small exhibitions of solitary paintings of superior merit, It is 
no exaggeration to say, that a man who should make the tour of 
the whole of the collections in one “ season," might feast his eyes 
with at least ten thousand pictures; many of them by the finest 
masters the world e'er knew. 

But the progress of the arts has not been gradual; we have 
gone from poverty to affluence per saltum, Up to the reign of 
George I. we had no foreign painters of eminence in England, 
excepting Vandyke, Rubens, Holbein, Lely, and Kneller; and 
only seven Englishmen made any advances with the brush. 
Hudson was the only celebrated painter in the time of George IT. 
In George ПІ’ reign, Hogarth, Reynolds, Gainsborough, and 
Wilson flourished. Тһе Regency saw the numbers multiply, and 
Wilkie, Lawrence, Constable, Benjamin West, Morland, &c., 
dazzled the empire with their brilliant efforts. William 1V.’s 
reign was distinguished by a remarkable accumulation of talent, 
and the present reign has witnessed an inundation. All this is 
gratifying enough as demonstrating the existence of a taste for 
the arts, and a sufficiency of talent adequate to meet its demands ; 
and if we could see the disposal of the supply placed on a satis- 
factory footing, we should have great hope of an improvement in 
the condition of artists. At present, the Art Union is the only 
body in existence that practically encourages the sale of modern 
pictures, and for the good that it has done in this way deserves all 
honour. It has tested the extent of the public love for the arts, 
and has ascertained that many thousands of persons in all parts 
of Great Britain and the colonies are ambitious of the possession 
of superior modern works. Тһе system under which the prizes at 
the annual drawing (of which we this week present an illustra- 
tion) are selected, admits of improvement, for it may not always 
happen that the holder of the prize is competent to judge of the 
artistic merit of the work which he has drawn; but no one can 
dispute its perfect fairness, and this in the eyes of plain-dealing 
John Bull is a paramount recommendation. 

'The last year has been a trying one for the interests of Art ; 
men's thoughts have been diverted from the ornaments of exist- 
ence by the practical necessities of life. Organic political changes, 
frightful famines, and monetary disturbances have been bitter foes 
to pleasurable indulgences. Nevertheless, the subscriptions to the 
Art Union have augmented by one thousand pounds; and the sum 
of not less than 10,7301, has this year been set apart for the pur- 
chase of two hundred and seventy-five works, priced variously 
from 10/. to 3001. each. This is very cheering, as far as it goes, 
and we have no ae that each year: will disclose still more sa- 
tisfactory results. We have shown our own hearty disposition to 
gecond-the labours ia Union, aud we propose still farther to 


extend our operations in ur operations in behalf of art. But the best exertions in | eulogium on the late chairman, concluded tp uo of art. But the best exertions in 
one direction will scarcely suffice to accomplish all for painting 
and sculpture that the growing number of their votaries requires. 
It would be pleasant to see institutions arise which should not 
only encourage the public to bestow its money upon pictures and 
statues, but form and direct the public judgment in the selection. 
As much mischief may result from the undue patronage of the 
mediocre. and the meretricious, as from the total discouragement 
of Art in all its branches. Genius, unhonoured, will withdraw 
from a competition with Pretension; and the usurpation of a 
false and glaring style, whose reign must be but brief, irrevocably 
banish the purer method born of the finest inspirations. 


ART-UNION OF LONDON. 


The eleventh annual general meeting of the members of this association was 
held on Tuesday in Drury Lane Theatre, for the purpose of receiving the report 
of the council for the past year, and for the distribution of the amount set apart 
for the purchase of works of art. 

The lottery wheels, wherein the numbers of the tickets for prizes had been 
deposited, were placed upon the stage, which was densely crowded with spec- 
tators, who had been specially invited by the committee. His Royal Highness 
the Duke of Cambridge presided; and among the gentlemen present were the 
Marquis de Saumarez, the Earls of Arundel and Surrey, Right Hon. Sir Milner 
Gibson, Bart., M.P.; Sir Charles Lemon, Bart., M.P.; Sir W. Ross, R. A. 5

His Royal Highness the Duke of Cambridge, on taking the chair, was warmly 
applauded His Roral Highness said — Ladies and Gentlemen, when 1 last had 
the honour of presiding at your meeting, I congratulated you on the progressive 
increase which had taken place in the number of subscribers to this association. 
Last year there were 16,000 subscribers, and 1 have now very great pleasure in 
informing you that a further increase of 1000 has taken place this year. When 
the condition of the country during the м twelve months, and the distress 
which has prevailed, is taken into consi ation, | cannot help thinking this 
result most encouraging and satisfactory ; and ] am sure you will agree with me 
that it affords a proof of how much a taste for the flne arts. is increasing among 
all classes of the people in this country. Having had the honour of residing 
over and addressing you on во many similar occasions, I shall not trouble e you by 
entering into any further details on the present Occasion, but merely refer you t 
the report, which will be read by the hon. se:retary, Mr. Godwin. 1 have only 
one further remark to make, viz.that Mr. Bunn, who has with the greatest kind- 
ness granted us the use of his theatre to-day, expresses a hope that we shall be 
able to conclude our proceedings by e o'clock, by which time the house will 
be required for its ordinary Hr eae therefore hope that those gentlemen 
who are about to address you will make their speeches as short as possible. Тһе 
hon. secretary will now read the report oí the council. 

Mr. Godwin here read the report, a most voluminous document, of which the 
following is an abstract : — After alluding to the threatened annihilation of the 
association last у ear, the report went on to state that Mr. Wyse's bill, legalising 
art-unions, received the royal assent on the 13th of August, 1846; and on the lst 
of December “ The Art- Union of London" was incorporated by royal charter, in 
accordance with the provisions of the act quoted. At every preceding meeting 
the council had had to report a constant increase in the amount of subscriptions, 
ranging from 4892., the sum collected in the first year, to 16,9797. On the present 
occasion, notwithstanding a season of unexampled and lamentable scarcity, and 
much financial embarraesment, the subscriptions amounted to the sum of 17,8711. 
Тһе greatness of this amount was attributed partly to the increased interest in 
the fine art induced by the operations of the society, and partiy to the increased 
exertions of the provibels! and colonial secretaries, from whom a larger sum 
had been received than on any former occasion. The number of provincial se. 
cretaries was now 398. St. Lucia, Quebec, Australia, Sidney, and Jamaica, had 
been added to the list uf places where the society had an honorary agent active 
in its behalf, Two hundred and fifty-eight works of art had been selected by the 
prizeholders of last year, avd were exhibited, as usual, for four weeks, incliding 
à certain number of evenings.

men who had completed their apprenticeships to enter the navy, but if that were 
found insufficient for the require’ purpose, then thst those who had been out of 
their time for one, two, three, or four years should be called upon in rotation. 
He also proposed that the masters of merchant vessels should be compelled 
to discharge the men who came within the proclamation, by which means they 
would be compelled to enter the navy. e was of opinion that such a plan 
would put an end to the old system of impressment,zwhich would only bear com- 
parison with that of kidnapping slaves on the coast of Africa. The bill proposed 
to enact, also, that double bounty should be given, provided the men came in 
within a limited period, but if after that time then only single. — Capt. PLUM- 
трое seconded the motion. — Мг.

‘There 
is to be a grand horticultural féte in Downing Grounds, open to the 
competition of the whole kingdom ; and there will be, we understand, 
a concert and an oratorio, besides a splendid féte in the magnificent 
grounds of Trinity College, It appears it is against all etiquette for 
her Majesty to be present. 

Sournameron. — On Friday afternoon, а thunder-storm of short 
duration occurred here, "Гһе gentleman superintending the electric 
telegraph at the South-Western Railway terminus, states that by the 
influence of the electric fluid passing along the wires, the alarm bell 
of the telegraph was rung — а circumstance that, in his experience, 
has never occurred before, although the magnetic needles о the dial 
are generally deflected and oscillated during thunder storms. | 

Great alarm was caused on Friday week last by the sudden falling 
in of the tunnel now forming under Bar Street and Houndwell for 
the Dorchester and Southampton Railway, for a space of nearly 200 
yards; twenty men and ter horses had been at work on the very spot 
but a few minutes previously, and had it occurred while they were at 
work not one of them could have been saved. The principal 
thoroughfare of the town is completely stopped, and the workshops 
of Mr. Astlatt, coach-builder, which are situate at the verge of the 
tunnel, rendered so unsafe that they are obliged to discontinue 
working in them. 

Mancuesten. — Ап inquest was held in this town on the 23th inst., 
on the body of a child killed by its mother. ‘The mother, Mary 
Squires, lived with her husband іп Thorniley Brow, but they have 
been reduced to poverty, and while he was from home on the preced- 
ing Monday begging. the wife brought the child to the front bed- 
room window, and hurled it into the street, and then leaped out after 
it. The child survived only till ‘Thursday morning. The mother 
was carried to the infirmary, where she still remains in a suffering 
state, but likely to recover. It was stated before the jury that the 
unfortunate woman had been ill for some weeks, and had exhibited 
symptoms of insanity, though since the occurrence she has seemed 
to be rational enough, The jury returned a verdict of ** Wilful 
murder,” and a warrant for the mother's committal to the next 
Liverpool assizes has been issued, but she is not yet in a fit state 
for removal. 

Cursrkm, — Тһе best day of the races was Wednesday. Тһе 
weather previously had been very unpropitious, but on that morning 
it brightened, and was all that could be devised.

est suspicion was attached to his proceedings until Tuesday afternoon, 
when the drawer, together with a cash box in which the money was 
deposited, was found to have been broken open, and the contents 
taken away. Mr. Taylor, of Swalwell, rode direct to the Westgate 
station, where he gave information of the robbery and a description 
of the dress Bourne had on, to Mr. Inspector Little, who proceeded 
at once to the telegraph office at the Gateshead station, and instantly 
set the telegraph to work, with particulars so full and accurate that 
the station-master at Normanton felt no hesitation iu acting upon 
them, fer when the account reached York the train had passed, and 
the information was forwarded to Normanton, in advance of the train. 
I'he station master at Normanton sent instantly fur a police officer, 
and in the mean time the train arrived, It was at once remarked 
that a man answering the description was standing on the platform.

Lita still continues crowded with shipping, an unusually large 
number of foreign vessels giving variety to the scene, Grain, too, 
continues to be largely exported, 2000 quarters being named as the 
quantity despatched in four days, while within the same period 
about half the quantity came in coastwise. A number of Ayrshire 
cattle have also been shipped for Sweden; and while talking of the

Grascow. —- On Friday, the 934 inst., the extensive power-loom 
factory of Messrs. Ferguson and Co., at Mile Епд, was destroyed Бу 
fire, causing а loss of 20,0004., and throwing out of employment 300 
persons. Оп Saturday last the flour mill aud granary of Messrs, 
Harvie and M‘Gavin were also destroyed by fire, but tlie extent of 
the loss is not mentioned. 

At the Court of Justiciary, held at Glasgow last week, two per- 
sons, James Ford and Jane Livingston, were sentenced to fourteen 
years' transportation for having inveigled Mr. Black, a surgeou, into 
their lodgings under the pretence that his services were required for 
a sick person, and then assaulting and robbing him. 

Sunpay OBSERVANCE IN ScorLAND. — The foreman of a section 
on the Edinburgh and Northern Railway was brought up before a 
justice of the peace in Perth, charged with a breach of the decorous 
observance of the Sabbath. Тһе party was ап Englishman, and 
only lately come to Scotland; and had caused six men to be em- 
ployed on the Sunday morning on some preliminary work connected 
with laying the rails, which had been attended with considerable 
noise, and disturbed the parish minister at his morning service. The 
case was established ; but in consequence of the alleged ignorance 
of the offender of the strictness with which the day is observed in 
Scotland the fine was mitigated to 5s. and costs. 

А fatal epidemic is at present very prevalent among horses in 
Perthshire and the adjoining counties. It is ascribed to the bad 
quality of the hay of last year, and the want of potatoes for mixing 
with dry food. Some idea of the mortality may be obtained from the 
fact, that a Perth tanner purchased іп one day fifteen hides from 
farmers in his own neighbourhood.

Гһе papers to-day contain accounts of two murders perpetrated, the 
one in Meath, the other in county Cork. [п thecounty of Meath, a 
man named Molloy was murdered by his own brother aided by one 
ortwo others, "The cause instigating to the crime was that the mur- 
dered man, the elder of the two, promised the younger a portion of a 
farm of land he occupied, upon the marriage of the latter, But 
when that event took place he refused to perform his promise. 
Hence the younger man became enraged, slew his brother with a 
hatchet, and, in conjunction with an accomplice, carried the body in 
a sack a distance of fourteen miles, and tlung it into the canal, where 
it was discovered after several days, Тһе murderer and two persons 
charged as accomplices have been arrested. In the other case, іп 
Cork, the victim was a man named Sheehan, and the murderers, his 
brother and sister-in-law. ‘Che cause of the murder was, that the 
victim had issued execution against his brother on foot of certain 
promissory notes of his for a sum of 507.

Tar Carrure or Bou-maza. — The “Constitutionnel” contains 
some curious details concermIng the capture of Bou.Maza. This 
celebrated agitator of the Dahra set out on the 7th for Tener, under 
escort, by Marshal Bugeaud's orders. He is to embark there for 
Algiers, Не is accompanied by M. de Romans, orderly officer to 
Colonel St. Arnaud, and Captain Richard, head of the Arab office of 
Orieansville. Bou- Maza, it appears, since the death of his secretary, 
and his most faithful adherents, killed in an ambuscade, had made 
the most desperate efforts to escape the French troops. But he was 
at last pressed so warmly, that he was obliged to hide himself by day 
amongst rocks, and at night sleep wherever he could find an asylum. 
One evening he arrived amongst the Ouled- Jounes, а tribe formerly 
powerful, but nearly ruined by the war. His horse was tired, and 
himself worn out, Some Arab horsemen of the makhrzen of Or- 
leansville had been left amongst the tribe to collect the tribute; they 
in a moment recognised Bou-Maza, and surrounded him. If he 
offered to resist, he was a dead man. He at once determined on a 
course which saved his life. “ Таке me,” said he to the French 
officer in command at Orleansville; * I am tired of the war; the 
French have couquered." Не was then taken to Orleansville, to all 
appearance in command of the detachment, as he still guarded his 
arms, When, however, he was taken before Colonel St. Arnaud, 
that officer ordered him to place on the table his sabre, his chaplet, 
and his pistols, loaded with eight balls, which was done. It із now 
certain, from the admissions of Bou- Maza himself, that this adven- 
turer was put forward by the powerful sect of the Mulei- Abdel- 
Kader, a secret society, whose chief resides in Morocco. There 
cannot be any doubt at present of the connivance of the Emperor of 
Morocco in the elevation of this personage, whose family was hitherto 


unknown, but who really belongs to the famous tribe of the Dress of 
Morocco.

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BRITISH COLONIES AND DEPENDENCIES. 


Care or Соор Horr. — The Kaffirs are again making their 
appearance in various piaces along the frontiers of the colony in 
hundreds, About eighty-six head of cattle—chiefly valuable father- 
land cows — have been seized and carried off, while grazing within 
five miles of Graham's ‘Town; the herdsman has, without doubt, 
been put to death, Even the submission of the Кагз who have 
come in is considered mere waiting their time. The Rev. Mr. Cal- 
derwood, who has accepted tlie office of receiving their submission, 
is reported to have said that the Kaflirs registered by him are not to 
be trusted; and that the task he has undertaken is not easy, if in- 
deed it be practicable. A private letter, dated Fort Elizebeth, 
Feb. 8., speaks in warm and affectionate terms of Sir Peregrine 
Maitland, who retires. he says, “ with the esteem of every right- 
minded colonist. At his advanced age, with enfeebled health, he 
has personally endured all the fatigues and privations of a campaign. 
Не has not shrunk from any duty, and he will be followed by the 
good wishes of every individual; but the affairs of the colony at 
present require a sound and comprehensive judgment, with bodily 
and mental energies іп proportion.” The writer mentions having 
been an eye-witness of the running of the Thunderbolt on shore, 
after it struck on the Reeife, to prevent it sinking, Пе observes, 
« Where the fault lay I do not know. Тһе reef of sunken rocks is 
well known and laid down on the charts. Indeed it is a very safe 
harbour to enter; yet here was a Queen’s ship, and that a steamer, 
with daylight and smooth water, striking. The subject will of course 
be investigated by the proper authorities, and there are many who 
understand it.” H 

New ZranANDp papers of the 29th of November furnish some 
small items of news both from Auckland and Wellington. Тһе 
Java from Sydnev had arrived out with troops of the 58th and 65th 
regiments. Те Uira, chief of the Ngatipou tribe, was at Auckland 
settling his differences about disputed territory, and respecting which 
there had been a skirmish between his own and a neighbouring clan. 
As the question had been referred to the arbitration of the governor, 
it would be shortly arranged. ‘The districts near Wellington are 
stated to be in an unsettled position. Тһе residents at Wanganui 
had been annoyed by one of the periodical visits of turbulent natives 
from the interior, but it does not appear that they committed anv 
violence, ‘I'he few persons comprising the European population of 
Manewatu had been ordered away by Rangihaeata, under pain of 
peremptory expulsion if theyzdeclined to accept the proffered notice, 


Austria.—All measures were taken for putting the Austrian 
laws into operation at Cracow,|but they have been suspended on ac- 
count of a great number of the inhabitants having addressed a peti- 
tion to the Emperor, praying his Majesty to maintain the French 
code, the introduction of which in Cracow dates from the creation of 
the Duchy of Warsaw in 1809. This petition is at present under the 
consideration of the Ашіс Council. Тһе Emperor has just ordained 
that as long as the dearness of food. shall continue, an increase of 
salary shall be accorded to the subordinate employés of the govern- 
ment in Austria. Тһе total amount of such increase will be 300,000 
florins, or 780,000 francs. АП the officers of our army (their num- 
ber is considerable) who are members of the societies for preventing 
cruelty to animals, which are established in the Austrian states and 
in other countries, have just received orders from the Aulic Council 
of War to cease to belong thereto. ‘This measure has caused general 
astonishment. iS 

Brraiuw.— The negotiations for a commercial treaty between 
Belgium and Naples, which have been conducted by the Prince de 
Chimay on the part of Belgium, have just been brought to a satis- 
factory conclusion. Гһе treaty embraces commerce and navigation 5 
Belgium is placed оп the same footing as England and France. 
In two branches of industry, that of arms and that of machines, we 
have obtained a special favour. Тһе reduction on the present duties 
which is accorded is 20 per cent. for the former, and 30 per cent. for 
the latter. On some other branches оҒ less importance we have ob- 
tained the advantages which were accorded in a preceding treaty to 
France. 

Мемкі, — On the 13th a Russian steamer, called the Irrswich, left 
Curisch- Haff Bay for Tilsit, notwithstanding the sea was full of ice. 
It first of all made its way through the numerous floating pieces, but 
on arriving before Windenburg, where there were some large masses, 
it sustained some serious shocks, which did it great injury, and at the 
same moment à fire broke out on board. The vessel went down in 
about a quarter of an hour, Тһе passengers апа crew, thirty-two 

ersons in all, were saved by the exertions of the inhabitants of 
Windenburg. ‘The value of the steamer and its cargo is estimated 
at 49.000 silver roubles (about 168,000 fr. ). z 

Amenica.— Dy the packet ship Ashburton, arrived at Liverpool оп 
Tuesday, advices from New York to the 8th inst, have been received. 
From these we learn that General Taylor's army was encamped on 
the late ficld of battle, and that General Taylor himself, at the head 
of 1000 horse, had arrived at Cerralvo, in pursuit of General Urrea, 
and that the latter had fled in the direction of Victoria, thus leaviug 
open the communication between Camargo and Monterey, Santa 
Anna, it is stated, was in full retreat for бап Luis Potosi. Many of 
the Mexicans who were taken prisoners state that they had not eaten 
anything for three days previously to the battles, and that the army 
of Santa Anna was in a state of utter destitution, Іп despatches 
received from Monterey, it was currently reported that Santa Anna 
had lost an arm, and had been shot in the hip; that Generals Ampu-

The Paris papers of Monday contain little domestic news of in- 
terest. Private letters state that the Emperor Nicholas will posi- 
tively come to Stutgardt, and that the Dukes of Nemours and 
Aumale will proceed thither to invite his Majesty to Paris. "That 
the Czar will accept the invitation, was not the belief in well informed 
quarters. The sympathy for Poland expressed by the French Cham- 
bers, although а mere “annual farce," was deemed a bar to the 
acceptance of such invitation, Still, there are so many eccentricities 
in the imperial character, and in the proceedings of the sage monarch 
of the Tuileries, that the advent of the Emperor to Paris was not 
classed among impossibilities, 

The “ Moniteur Algérien” of the 20th inst. announced the arrival 
of Bou Maza at Algiers on the 19th. | This celebrated chief had not 
been captured, but hid voluntarily surrendered into the hands of 
Colonel St. Arnaud, According to the last accounts from Tlemcen, 
Abd-el. Kader had returned to his deira, which was still encamped in 
the neighbourhood of Ain Zohra, 

The French cabinet sustained a check in the Chamber of Deputies 
on Monday. The debate on colonial slavery did not admit of the 
xocess of suffocation which the ministry endeavoured to apply to it. 

lhe shocking disclosures made in the speeches of MM, de Las- 
teyrie апа Ledru- Rollin, literally spread horror through the assem- 
bly, and at length made the ministry feel that the only safe course 
was to yield to the result of the unanimous burst of indignation to 
which the Chamber gave utterance. It will be recollected that the 
debate took place upon petitions against colonial slavery, bearing 
11,000 signatures. И was proposed by the opposition to refer these 
petitions to the consideration of the president of the council and the 
colonial minister; this the cabinet opposed through the colonial 
minister, who insisted on passing to the order of the day. Towards 
the close of the debate, however, the revelations made by the advo- 
cates of the petitioners produced an explosion of feeling, and М. 
Guizot himself exclaimed from his seat that they would no longer 
oppose the proposition, At the suggestion of M. Dupin, the peti- 
tions were referred also to the minister of justice, which was intended 
as a rebuke to the insufliciency of the colonial minister, 

Зглим, — Our accounts from Madrid are of the 21st instant. A 
partial reconciliation. had taken place between the Queen and King, 
who were again beginning to appear in public together. On the 
20th his Majesty received all the members of the cabinet, for the first 
time during the last fortnight. General Serrano had returned to 
Madrid. lt was believed that General Vigo would be appointed 
captain-general of Galicia, General Loygorri was to have the сот. 
mand of the corps of observation on the frontiers of Portugal; but 
General Manuel Coucha having returned to Madrid, was to be con- 
tinued at the head of that army. Jt was again reported that the 
Cortes would be adjourned or dissolved. 

'Tunxrv.—' Phe French ambassador had proposed to submit the 
'l'urco- Greek difference to the arbitration of the King оҒ Holland. 
‘Lhe ambassadors of the three protective powers. are puzzled how to 
act, since King Otho has no representative at Constantinople. ‘They 
await instructions from their governments. 

(/міткр SrATES, — An arrival in the channel, from Charleston, 
brings papers from that city to the 25th of March, four days later 
than we have received via New York. General Taylor in his de- 
spatches enters into no details of the actions near Saltillo on the 20th 
and 21st of Feb., and clearly surpresses some facts stated in private 
communications received from his army, as well as in Santa Anna's 
reports ; such аз the loss of three guns, the capture of two flags by 
the Mexicans, &c. He, however, effectually repulsed the desperate 
attack made upon him, and has, so far, rendered his present position 
comparatively safe. Whether he will venture to resume the offen- 
sive remains to be seen; but I rather?think not, and, in that case, 
Santa Anna will have obtained a great advantage, as he can now 
march the élite of his army to the relief of Vera Cruz without any 
apprehensions that General Taylor will attempt to advance upon the 
city of Mexico by the route of San Luis de Potosi, ‘The report of 
the disbanding of a portion of the Mexican troops, in consequence of 
their want of supplies, is probably true, as far as regards the Ran- 
cheros and other “ irregulars," but that is nothing new in the Spanish 
system of warfare, and they will soon reassemble and rejoin the army. 
It is also said that Mr. Pakenham, the British minister at Washing- 
ton, has again offered the mediation of his government to bring 
about a peace with Mexico, which has been declined. Jt is also said 
that he has declared that any attempt to establish а Franco- Spanish 
monarchy in Mexico would not only be looked upon with disfavour 
by England, but be deemed a sufficient ground for war. 

Коме, — Letters from Rome of the 18th inst. mention that a 
grand banquet was to take place in the grottos of the Baths of ‘Titus, 
on the 21st, in commemoration of the foundation of that city. 'The 
Diario" of the 17th publishes a letter of Don Enrique, in which 
the Prince states that his object in visiting Коте was to pray the 
горе to give his benediction to his marriage with Donna Helena de 
Cordova, to whom he had been civilly married, with the consent of 
the Queen of Spain and his father, "Гһе Sovereign Pontiff had 
issued an encyclical letter, recommending the Catholic clergy to

PROGRESS. 

Ѕмкттіко BY Evectriciry.—The lately patented process of smelt- 
ing copper by means of electricity, is likely to effect а change that 
will be quite prodigious. lt producesin less than two days, what the 
old process required three weeks to effect. And the saving of fuel is 
so vast, that in Swansea alone, the smelters estimate their annual 
saving in coals at no less than tive hundred thousand pounds. Hence 
it is clear that the price ol copper must be so enormously reduced, as 
to bring it into use for à variety of purposes, from which its cost at 
present excludes it, ‘The facility and cheapness of the process, too, 
will enable the ore to be largely smelted on the spot, ‘lhe Cornish 
mine proprietors are anxiously expecting the moment when they can 
bring the ore which lay in the mine yesterday, into a state to be sent 
to market to-morrow : and this at the very mouth of the mine. In 
Australia, also, the operation of this discovery will be of the utmost 
importance. ‘Ten thousand tons of copper ore were sent from Aus- 
tralia to England last year, to be smelted at Swansea, and the result 
was only 1600 tons of copper. But Australia in future will smelt 
her own copper, by à thirty-six hours' process ; saving all this useless 
freight of the 8400 tons of refuse ; and saving also the cost of the old 
and expensive process. In a very few years, Australia will send to 
market more copper than 15 now produced by all the rest of the world, 
But if our future penny- ріесез are to bear any propor.ion to the re- 
duced cost and value ot the metal, they must be made of the size of 
diuner-plates. , 

rin кком Oir, Cakr.— The “ Augsburgh Gazette" mentions 
a discovery of great importance, if real. lt states that a chemist at 
Vienna has produced bread from oil cake—the refuse of the colza 
seed after extracting the oil —which is both agreeable and nutritive, 
and costs only one haifpenny per pound, ‘Ге process is said to be 
very simple. According to the “ Augsburgh Gazette," samples of 
this bread have been supplied to some members of the Imperial 
family, and found to be excellent, 

VENTILATION IN. BREWERIES, —А correspondent of the ** Times" 
recommends the following very simple process of effectually pre- 
venting loss of life from suffocation with carbonic acid gas among the 
vat-cleaners in breweries and distilleries, The usual method of 
getting rid of the carbonic acid gas consists іп opening the man-hole 
and taps, allowing ventilation to take place by diffusion; large vats 
of 1200 to 1800 barrels capacity, when foul, requiring two or three 
days. The plan recommended 18 to pump in common air by the 
portable force-pump (the jigger) which is in use and at hand in all 
breweries. ‘Lhe small fire-engines, generally kept on the premises 
can likewise be used for the same ригрозе. In some establishments 
force-pumps worked by steam power are employed in pumping up 
water into tapks or in starting beer; these pumps, with solid ген

Tur Army Enlistment Bill has been trembling in the balance. A 
majority of 12 or 15 in a full House of Lords, the Duke of Wel- 
lington supporting the Government measure, is nothing particular 
to boast of. It has hitherto been supposed that the Duke of 
Wellington was opposed to the bill, for upon an inquiry to that 
effect in the two houses, ministers did not venture to offer a nega- 
tive reply. And, sooth to say, the Duke’s support smacks of a 
* half-fae'd fellowship," very little in keeping with the general 
frankness of his character. Не is, like Mrs. Malaprop in the 
play, a most polite arguer, for every other word he utters favours 
the view of the opponents of the bil. But he votes with 
ministers, and that is enough for the majority of Peers. The 
great objeetion to the bill seems to be, that it will denude the 
army of its old soldiers. It is presumed that men who enlist for 
ten years will quit the serviee when that period has expired, and 
that the army will consequently always be composed of young 
men. ‘This is allowing nothing for the force of habit, nothing for 
the attachment to the army which kind treatment and due encou- 
ragement during the ten years will create. Тһе assurance that 
they will have the option of returning to society as plain citizens, 
may induce respectable youths to enter the service ; but it does not 
follow that they may be disposed to avail themselves of the privi- 
lege when the allotted period has expired. This is the Duke's 
argument. Не insists upon the importance of old soldiers to the 
officering of the army, but he does not think that a limitation of 
service will annihilate the veterans. Some of the Duke's old 
companions in arms differ with him altogether; and the Marquis 
of Londonderry, as eloquent with his pen as with his tongue, has 
been at the trouble of writing a long letter from Paris to satisfy 
Lord John Russell he is making a mistake. We can understand 
the hostility of old officers to the limited enlistment. It has а 
tendency to make the soldier more independent of his officer. 
This may have its inconveniences which the articles of war are 
competent to remedy. Оп the other hand, it will make the 
officer more considerate to the man. If а good soldier is worth 
the keeping, he is worth alittle of the kindness which ensures his 
Stay. Personal attachment of man to officer has not been suffici- 
ently encouraged in the British army. The aristocratic principle 
has established a line of demarcation between the soldier and his 
commander, which has made service a humiliating toil rather 
than a proud enjoyment, The Enlistment Bill will destroy this 
cold distinction, and establish a wholesome fraternisation, like that 
which linked N apoleon’s centurions to his brave legions. 

T he report of the Education Grant Resolution has been re- 
ceived. Ministers, in the education battle, have stood between 
two fires—the Ultra-liberals, who wish that the Roman Catholic 
schools should partieipate equally with the Protestants, and the 
M who were for confining education exclusively to 
his he 2 admitted Protestant doctrines. But the cannonade

The motion for the Chancellor of the Exchequer for a com- 
mittee of the whole House, to consider a resolution for granting a 
loan for Irish railways, led to a conversation upon the subject of 
the present very unpleasant state of our monetary affairs, the 
issue of which was an assurance that things were not so bad as 
publie fear had painted them. The sum of six hundred and 
twenty thousand pounds is proposed to be advanced for these 
railways, and the sense of the house upon this proposition was to 
be taken last night. 

Тһе only other business of importance transacted in the House 
of Commons was the passage of the Juvenile Offenders' Bill. 
Mr. Roebuck endeavoured to throw it over with ап amendment, 
because it gives large powers to ** fox hunting justices," but he 
was defeated in a division. We should add, that Dr. Bowring 
has obtained from the Chancellor of the Exchequer a promise 
that a two shilling piece shall be struck off, by way of gradually 
introducing a decimal system of currency. 

There is but little news of interest from abroad. An arrival 
from America brings intelligence, with circumstances of the cap- 
ture of Vera Cruz, with a loss of eight hundred Americans, but a 
later arrival does not ratify the story, which must, therefore, be 
set down among those popular rumours which, in the emphatic 
language of the newspapers, ** want confirmation." 

The debate on the Prussian address has terminated, and the 
King has taken time to reply. His Majesty has already found 
out that to grant a people a free constitution, and to expect them 
not to make use of it, excepting after the forms a timid and irre- 
solute sovereign may prescribe, is a small mistake. Тһе Germans 
fully comprehend the nature of the boon they have obtained, and, 
are too wise in their generation to disregard the power it affords 
them of securing a large amount of political liberty. 

Queen Christina and Louis Philippe are said to be estranged. 
The restless Dowager wished her husband to be made Duc de 
Malmaison; but the King refused this, and only conferred upon 
Munoz the title of * Montmorot," the name of a small estate in 
the vicinity of the Pyrenees, Queen Isabella is getting on 
smoothly enough. She has been formally reconciled to her hus- 
band. Queen Maria of Portugal, on the other hand, is up to her 
ears in trouble. British intervention has been accepted with cer- 
tain conditions, to which our minister is not in a position to 
assent. 

Several distinguished names occur in the obituary of the week. 
The Duke of Argyll, the Bishop of Sodor and Man, Admiral Sir 
Davidge Gould, Sir Charles Price, and the widow of the late 
William Wilberforce, swell the melancholy catalogue. We feared 
that the name of the estimable Lord Besborough, the Lord-Lieu- 
tenant of Ireland, would have been added to the list, for the cor - 
respondents of the daily papers wrote on Monday evening that he 
was not expected to survive anether hour, but happily the latest 
accounts describe him as improving. The complaint is water on 
the chest and aneurismal tumour.

HER MAJESTY. 

Our beloved and gracious Queen and her amiable consort have 
during the week, been much engaged in those acts of condescen - 
sion and kindness which contribute to the prosperity of various 
branches of art, promote the happiness of individuals, and endear 
the throne and the Royal family to the hearts of the people of 
Great Britain. Only the ignorant, the illiberal, and the selfish 
believe the life of a sovereign to be one of continual ease and in- 
activity. Those who know what important every-day duties tax 
the time of her Majesty will marvel not that her subjects see so 
little of her, but that they see so much. Rising at seven and 
giving the earliest hours in the morning to domestic pleasures, 
the remainder of the day is devoted by her Majesty to state busi- 
ness (often of an irksome character), and the evening to such pur- 
suits as combine purposes of patronage with individual entertain- 
ment. Ministers must be seen; documents, warrants, commis- 
sions signed; curious manufactures examined; interviews 
granted; much must be read, much must be heard; exercise must 
be taken, hospitality exercised. АП these duties involve the con- 
sumption of many hours, and could not be got through without 
some system and great personal exertion. “ Oh, that I were а 
Queen but for one day!” is an exclamation often proceeding 
from the mouths of the young and inconsiderate, who believe that 
the life of the monarch із a life of elegant leisure, her зе duties 
being the lavish dispensation of patronage. See how her Majesty 
has been occupied publicly since Friday last, on the night of 
which day she attended the French theatre. On Saturday the 
Queen was at the Royal Italian Opera; divine service claimed her 
attention on Sunday. On Monday her Majesty patronised the 
Philharmonic Concert On Tuesday she honoured the Amateur 
Charitable Performance at the St, James's Theatre with her pre- 
sence. Wednesday afternoon was consumed in a levee, at which 
the presentations were more numerous than we remember them 
for years. ‘Thursday afternoon saw the Queen and her interest- 
ing children at Drury Lane. In a word, her Majesty is un- 
wearying in the discharge of all the functions whieh belong to her 
high estate; and we experience great pride in this day dedicating 
the largest portion of our paper to the illustration of her [most 
conspicuous aets; not the least interesting of which has been the 
allowing the public access to St. James's Palace to view the 
pietures of the Royal Family. "The opportunities given to the 
people of Great Britain of seeing the youthful Princes and Prin- 
cesses, or their portraits, cannot fail to augment that attdchment 
to the members of the House of Brunswick, which has always 
been a distinguishing feature of their loyalty, and a guarantee for 
the security of the throne.

М THE CURRENCY. 
WE showed last week the extremity to which an adherence to 
the bullionist system has brought the finances of this great na- 
tion. The following extract from the “ Circular to Bankers” of 


April 16th explains more fully the discreditable transaction to 
which we referred, 


The following is the account given in the * Morning Chronicle " 
of Tuesday last of the conduct of the Bank in this matter : — 

** From the operations of the Bank broker to-day, who has been 
borrowing money on the Stock Exchange on Consols, it is under- 
stood that the Dank із obtaining advances upon its securities in this 
way. It has been generally rumoured that the Dank has placed in 
the savings’ bank a portion of the dead weight, in exchange for con- 
sols, and that it is on these consols that the loans in question have 
been taken. We mention this rumour as it has been given, but we 
confess we place no confidence іп it. То us it bears an improbability 
on the face of it; ап improbability that the Bank would thus ex- 
change the securities, and an improbability that the Bank would 
borrow on securities. We could understand ample reasons for the 
Bank selling securities at this moment, but none for its borrowiny, 
with every prospect of being called upon soon to repay such loans." 

‘This, we believe, is the true account of this most extraordinary 
affair, viz. : —When the day approached for the payment of the divi- 
dends due in April, the directors found the withdrawal of bullion had 
been so rapid, as to leave them without the ability to pay the divi- 
dends consistently with the provisions of the Act which confers on 
them power and privileges, and under which alone they exercise their 
functions of bankers to the state, and exclusive regulators of the cur- 
rency, That is to say, on calculating their force to meet the coming 
pressure, they found they had not of surplus bullion above the 
amount of notes issued upcn ir, and in the hands of the public in cir- 
culation ; and of bank notes in the house, pu* together, an amount 
equal to the dividends that would, or might, be demanded. Naturally 
alarmed at this discovery, they forthwith proceeded to the Stock Ex- 
change to borrow. It was no small sum that was needed; for we 
believe nothing materially under two millions sterling would enable 
the directors to pay their April dividends, and keep in operation their 
ordinary banking business at their various offices without derange- 
ment. This was the situation of the Bank of England on the eve 
of having to pay about six millions sterling for the state, viz. if she 
could not have found kind friends ready to advance a sum of about two 
millions, the dividends could not have been paid punctually without 
violating the Bank[Charter; Act, tarnishing the honour of the govern- 
ment, and general confusion in monetary affairs being superinduced. 

This is the sort of security which your famous minister has pro- 
vided for your property, men of' England, by his bank measure of 
1844. You are indebted to a number of people assembled in Capel 
Court, many of them foreigners, for the preservation of your standard 
of value, and the maintenance of public faith. Your mines, manu- 
factures; commerce, and agriculture are dependent on this fra 
thing—the power of the bank to borrow on a sudden emerg 
succeeding a drain of her bullion. 5 


Coupling with these circumstances the explanations vh» 4 у 
transpired of the mode in which the Two Millions ; chion 
were obtained from the Bank of France by the Bank of England 
in 1839, and in which subsequently aid was rendered to the 
former establishment Ъу a million of specie, it appears that, in 
order to prop up the mischievous and impracticable monetary sys- 
tem of Sir Robert Peel, resort has been had to transactions from 
which former and high-minded finance ministers would have re- 
coiled with disgust ; and some of which deserve no other mercan- 
tile description than” that of “accommodation.” What but 
unmixed contempt can be more felt for a national system sustained 
by such resort. 

The supporters of Sir Robert Peel's theory are at present most 
unbecomingly belabouring the Directors of the Bank of England ; 
but when the truth of the question appears, as it will do ulti- 
mately, it will be seen that as administrators of a scheme im- 
posed upon them, they have gone as far as they dare in considera- 
tion for the public. The wonder is that men, occupying so high 
a position commercially, consent longer to carry out regulations 
as embarrassing to themselves as they are unjust to the producing 
classes of the kingdom. The pressure is now upon the manufac- 
turing and commercial classes, and if not relieved in a manner 
such as we have suggested, will be attended with the most appalling 
consequences. If legislative relief be not afforded, agriculturists 
and the landlords will not long escape a similar visitation.

Tur New Picrung Слів. — А generous attempt is being 
made to provide a local habitation for the numerous pictures which 
the council of the Royal Academy cannot find room for in the annual 
exhibition. It is concluded on, we ‘have reason to believe, just 
grounds, that of the great number of paintings the academy is unable 
to receive, there must be very many of considerable merit, the work 
of artists who have not ** friends at court,” i.e. among the council, or 
who have delayed to send in their contributions until after the day 
appointed for their reception; and it is considered very hard upon 
those who have toiled to establish a claim to public notice, that their 
works should be returned to the obscurity of the private atelier. То 
rectify this evil, injurious alike to art, to artists, and to the public, 
who desire the freest competition for their favour, a body of gentle. 
men have formed theinselves into a committee for the purpose of 
affording the unavoidably excluded pictures an opportunity of exhi- 
bition; and the proprietor of the Royal Adelaide Gallery having 
offered bis magnificent building for that purpose, the offer has been 
accepted. The committee have nominated seven of their number, 


who have paid some attention to the arts, to select the pictures 
adapted to exhibition, and artists] are invited to send in their works 
within fifteen days, that there may be time to suspend them before 
the day fixed for the exhibition. We hope that no weakness will in- 
duce those whose works have not found places in the Royal Academy 
to abstain from availing themselves of this means of bringing them- 
selves and their productions into public notice. "Тһе gallery is pecu- 
liarly fitted for the display of fine works of art, and the frequenters 
of the institution, in the day time, are of the classes whose patronage 
is worth possessing. Criticism upon the works displayed will be 
invited; and it is not improbable that a higher degree of merit may 
be found in the labours of the ** unavoidably excluded from the Royal 
Academy,” than in many of the fortunate “elect.” We believe that 
artists will obtain prospectuses of the scheme on application to the 
secretary, Mr. Т.Н.

Sie Rogert Peers Prerungs, — Оп Saturday fast Sir Robert 
Peei’s splendid collection of pictures, in Whitehall Gardens, was 
opened to the inspection of artists and the patrons generally of the 
fine arts, The completion of all the alterations and re-decorations in 
the interior of the mansion was the immediate cause of this agree- 
able réunion, With five exceptions. however, all the pictures on 
view were the productions of ancient and defunct masters, those of 
our living artists decorating the walls of Sir Robert Peel's country 
seat at Drayton Manor. One of the rooms of the ground floor is 
devoted to the drawings of Rubens, Vardyke, and Sir ‘Thomas Law. 
rence, the high merit of which have been universally recognised, as 
they exhibit all the correctness of drawing and boldness of execution 
which distinguished these masters. Тһе dining-room, where for- 
merly were placed the portraits of many of the most celebrated men 
of our own times, now contains several portraits, principally by Sir 
Joshua Iteynolds, one of which more especially, that of Dr. John- 
son, commanded universal admiration,” In the drawing-room the 
most prominent pictures were two full length portraits of her Ma- 
jesty and of Prince Aibert, by the German artist Winterhalter. The 
general effect of these is good, but the drawing is very deficient in 
correctness, and the colouring not good. Тһе pictures in the gallery 
opening out of the drawing-room belong generally to the Dutch 
school, with the exception of Rubens’ * Triumph of Silenus," and 
his celebrated “Chapeau de Paille.” For this last Sir Robert Peel 
gave 3500 guineas. Besides these inimitable works the gallery con- 
tains numerous paintings of the highest merit, Turn in what di- 
tection one may, the суе is sure to rest upon some beautiful object of 
the highest value, ‘There is ап old castle by Cuyp, perfectly en- 
chanting; Gerard Dow's celebrated ** Poulterer's Shop," purchased 
by Sir Robert for 19701. ; and two pictures by Woulvermanns, be- 
sides Hobbimas, Jan Steens, and, in fact, productions of every an- 
cient foreign master of the Dutch school who attained celebrity. In 
а room leading out of this gallery are two portraits of the daughters 
of Sir Robert Peel, which attracted much attention, ‘That of the 
elder, now Lady Villiers, by Lawrence; the other by Edwin Land- 
seer. It is neediess to add that the assemblage of pictures impressed 
every visitor with a sense of the correct taste and liberal spirit of the 
collector, for whilst there is scarcely one that does not rise above 
mediocrity, the vast majority are of the very highest character, 

Тик Оһ» Waren Согоок босікту, or Society of Painters in 
Water Colours, opened their forty-third annual exhibition on Mon- 
day at the gallery іп Pall Mall East, Two or three names of 
former favourite contributors we find absent from the catalogue, 
which is accounted for however by turning to the list of candidates 
for election into the Royal Academy, where we find the names of 
Mr. Harding and Mr. Frank Stone, who have in consequence wi.h- 
drawn from the society. We miss also the exquisite productions of 
Mr. Cattermole's pencil. We have, however, ample compensation 
in landscapes by Copley Fielding, in the sea pieces of Bentley, іп 
the country lads апа pigs, and bridnests of Hunt, and іп the man- 
sions of Prout and Nash, АП are exceilent in their way, сһагас- 
teristic and clever, the present exhibition fully maintaining the re- 
putation of the members of the society, and affording a rich treat to 
the admirers of this brauch of Mnglish art. The president, Mr, 
Copley Fielding, has no less than forty-three of his productions in 
the collection. One of the best is Мо,%90,, View of Snowdon from 
the Mountain Road between Pont Aberglaslyn and Tan-v-wlch. 
The mountain mingling with the sky is admirably given. Equally 
excellent is another view of Snowdon ( No.141. ), seen from the sands 
of Traeth Mawr.

We are much pleased also 
with Corbould's The Uncle's Charge (No, 212,), a group from the 
popular tale of ** ‘The Babes in the Wood," the contrast in character 
being strong and well presented. But the chief attraction of the 
rooms was the Meeting Room of the Brewers’ Corporation at Ant- 
werp (No. 196.). In this picture Hughe has carried the powers of 
water. colour to their utmost extent. l'or colour, individual and ех. 
pressive character in the heads, general disposition, action, and 
drawing all is perfect; and for effect, unless assured of its being really 
water-colour, we could scarcely believe the fact. There is also a 
clever painting of an interesting incident in the life of Columbus by 
W. ИП. Kearney, that is worthy of remark before we close our re- 
port of this exhibition, which, from the variety of subjectand different 
treatment in the works exhibited, lias been an agreeable task to us, 
and to which we shail return on another occasion.

great German, Costa has been equally powerful in the instrumental 
world, and from the lowest position in the musical rank of nations 
we have attained through his exertions the highest honours. Her 
Majesty and Prince Albert honoured the concert with their pre- 
sence on Monday, and we never saw them attend to anv perform- 
ance with more marked attention and satisfaction, His Royal 
Highness seemed perfectly acquainted with the score of Beethoven’s 
Sinfonia, No. 8., which was selected for the opening; his eye wan- 
dered from iustrument to instrument where points were to be given, 
as certainly as if he had the score before him. То speak of the 
merits of this work at this day would savour of im ertinence, we are 
content to say we never before heard it so truthfully rendered. It 
was а truly great performance both as regarded mind and mechanism, 
head, heart, and hands, and the extemporaneous cadences introduced 
grew so naturally out of the concert, that they might well have been 
inspirations of Beethoven himself. Тһе accompaniments were 
charmingly rendered, and we never saw Costa’s baton exercised wich 
more care or effect. No man, however blinded by party prejudice, 
can conceal from himself that Costa is the beau ideal of a great con- 
ductor. Rossini's duetto, Quis est homo? from the Stabat Mater, was 
beautifully delivered by the Misses Williams, and we were glad to 
see that her Majesty, both in this and the other compositions allo.ted 
to them, honoured these meritorious and rising vocalists with her 
especial approbation. "The second part consisted of Mendelssohn's 
Sinfonia ( No. 3.), duet from Der Freyschutz, and Mendelssohn's 
greatest work, the overture and music to 4 Midsummer Night's 
Dream, conducted by the composer.

and, above al]. that they endeavoured, as far as was found compatible with these considerations, to place 
such performances in each other's neighbourhood as should mutually set off the merits of the several 
Painters as colouists. 
omen are ailowed to possess more delicate perceptions than men ; and in those considerations which 
аге rendered habitual to them by the desire of pleasing the other sex (which lay that other sex under so 
“reat Obligations), namely, the decoration of their own persons, may be said to have eyes educated to the 
critical knowledge and enjoyment of the charms of colour, They know full well that the modest rose 
betrays a deeper blush when viewed amidst its verdant leaves; and that a golden vase derives additional 
*plendour without the least dissonance, if a purple shawl or silken drap: ry be thrown across it; and this 
from the opposition of what opticians call antagonist colours. Hayter, Burnett, and Hayes have, in 
their several works, ably explained the theory of these principles, But to return to the fair sex : well 
nowing the almost magical effects of the judicious apposition of colours, it seems probable that a com- 
mittee of ladies would arrange a gallery of pictures to more advantage than a committee of lords, because 
of their Superior sensibilities — particularly with regard to that delicacy of optical discernment which 
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MIRACULOUS DRAUGHT OF FISHES (Raphael), 


vibrates into taste, and is further assisted and matured by those after habits which, in fact, constitute an 
efficient and delightful part of their education; whereas the other sex are taught nothing upon the sub- 
Ject, but haply what they may accidentally glean from books or conversation. 
Ut painters also know full well that, upon similar principles, pictures derive additional fascinations 
rom the Prevailing tones in those other pictures which may be placed near them; and this advantage in 
the arrangement is reciprocal, so that there is a kind of inanimate sociality, or rather wedded harmony, 
pervading a well-hung picture gallery — like that of Sir Robert Peel's, for examole, which we had the 
honour of attending at the noble baronet’s levee on Saturday last; and the rich golden browns which fre- 
quently prevail in the works of Titian and Rembrandt; the blue haze of Brenghel, and the ivory tores 
of Cuvermanns; the splendours of Paul Veronese, and the grey browns and watery haze of Van 
буеп, may thus be made mutually to aid or injure each other by near approximation, 

tis not, however, of any gross violation of this principie of mutual and consentaneous benefit in the 
arrangement of an exhibition of pictures, that gossiping coteries, along with ourselves, feel compelled to 
complain of the displays of the present season ; but of the other principle mentioned above, which is 
more obvious, and calls for less of education specially to that end, name y, that which requires de'icately

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school-books were piled in such heaps ‘and ‘groups in various stages of prepara- 
tion as to indicate pretty clearly to us the extent of the demand. 

The fourth range of the factory is occupied by the extra"? workmen ; that is, 
those who are employed on the finer kinds of binding, such as Bibles and Prayers, 
gilt-edged books generally, and books exhibiting all the costly and elaborate 
varieties of ‘ Russia," “ Morocco," and “calf” finding. One shop, called the 
“ extra-forwarding shop," is occupied by the folders, pressers, sewers, &c., 
while the “ extra-finishing shop ” sufficiently explains itself. 

In the two upper floors of the factory are numerous rooms more or less sub- 
sidiary to those below stairs, Опе or two are 'blocking-shops,"' for lettering 
and ornamenting the covers of books; another is occupied by the men who 
make cloth.cases for books ; in another the edges of books are gilt. Опе is the 
** Jleather-warehouse," where all the various kinds of leather are kept, as pro- 
cured from the leather-dresser, and cut to the required sizes, Another is the 
** Annual-shop," in which the Annuals are bound at the particular period of the 
year when they are wanted, One of the rooms is termed the “ caoutchouc-shop," 
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as being devoted principally to those workmen who produce 'the caoutchouc or 
India-rubber binding; and there are a few ethers, which аге used or nol, ас- 
cording as the amount of business fluctuates at different seasons. ; 

Among several indications of a well arranged factory, we noticed one which is 
always pleasing wherever observed. Many of the superintendents and work- 
people appear to have been old standards —to have grown old with the growth 
of the factory, and to have shared with the proprietors the progress and fluc- 
tuations to which all manufactures are subject. This is afeature which we have 
more than once had occasion to notice in reference to large factories, and is one 
of аа importance to the well-being of both the employers and the em- 

loyed. i 
2 aving thus glanced at what we may term the factory-economy of the 'esta- 
blishment, let us next endeavour to follow the routine of processes, 80 far as to 
give the reader some idea of how a book is built up after it leaves the hands of 
the printer. We shall for this purpose classify the various operations in three 
groups, according as they relate — lst, to making-up a book ; 2nd, to covering 
а book ; and 3d, to decorating a book. 

Ist. Making-up a book. It must be obvious to all who reflect that a book is 
printed in large sheets, that these sheets must be separately folded, and then 
connected together, before they can assume the form of a book. If we open 
without cutting a number of the “ Pictorial Times," we see that the sixteen 

rinted pages аге 50 arranged as to follow in proper order when the sheet is 
olded in a certain manner ; and if, as in the “ Pictorial Almanac,” there are 
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thirty-two pages in a number, the arrangement of these pages appears singu- 
larly confused when the open sheet is inspented ; but here, as in the former case, 
га pagos аге arranged solely with reference to the order of sequence when 
folded. 

The printer sends the sheets to the binder (we are speaking of bookbinding on 
alarge scale) in large heaps or groups, arranged in one or two forms ; either 
many copies of one sheet, or ten or twelve successive sheets of one volume, form 
the groups іп the latter case the heap is called a gathering or quire s but we will 
suppose the former to be the case, as it will enable us to speak of the gatherers, 
The heap of sheets passes to the hands of the folders, who are, we believe, 
almost invariably females. Each folder sits before а flat table or bench, on which 
she spreads out the sheets in succession. In her right hand she holds a small 
ivory or bone folding-knife, with which she flattens the foldings of the sheet. 
Every successive sheet of the group is folded in precisely the same way as that 
which preceded it, so that no particular skill is required in adapting the various 
sheets one to another ; but the folding is nevertheless a process requiring much 
accuracy, especially in the finer kinds of binding, as the sheet is folded so as to 
make the top and bottom lines of the print range, without reference to the edge 
of the paper. 

The **collater ” now takes the groups of sheets in hand and examines them, to 
see that they occur in proper order, that no duplicates occur, that no sheet is 
wanting, that the folding 18 correct. 

When the book of loose sheets has been thus made up, the sheets are either at 
once sewed, or are previously beaten or pressed, according as the wo k is to be 
“in boards " or * bound." ` The rolling-press, by which the latter operation is 

erformed, is a machine in which two rollers, worked by hand, are made to ro- 
tate nearly in contact; a man places a small number of folded sheety between 
two tin plates, and passes them between the rollers, on the other side of which 
they are received by a boy, who places the pressed sheets in heaps, and returns 
the tin plates tothe пап. 
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The sheets are then again collate > at no diiarrangement has oc- 
curred ; any plates, too, which ier e м Among the text are now in- 
serted. The sewer now sews the strings or bands at the back ; but if the strings 
are to be rendered invisible, a saw-mark is made for the reception of each. The 
group of sheets is fixed tightly in a press, with the back edges uppermost, and à 
еч алы cuts are made with a saw, "at right angles with the length of the 

o . 

The sewing-press consists of a fl om which rise two end- 
bars, connected at the top by a cuttin: ағ perdi коң strings, jaccording to 
the size of the book, are fastened by loops ta the eross-bar, and are tightened 
down by a simple contrivance at the lower end. he sewer, seated somewhat 


obliquely in front of this machine, with her left arm passing round the left ver- 
tical bar (as seen in the foregoing cut), proceeds to sew the various sheets to the 
bands, her left hand being behind the strings, and her right hand before. This 
operation is conducted with great rapidity, since a female can sew two or three 
она sheets a-day. ч back 
е speaking of making-up a book, we must remark that caoutchouc 

India-rubber binding requires no sewing. The sheet is cut into Y ты: 
and these leaves are retained solely by a cement of caoutchouc applied to their 
hinder edges. ind " 1 

e “cover ” of a book, in bookbinders’ phraseology, is the piece of leather or 
of cloth which envelops the millboard: but the reader of a book, when he МААНЫ 
of its cover, gives the term a much more extensive application ; we must there- 
fore at once explain that the leather or cloth is called the cover, the stiffening 
substance within із the board, and both taken collectively the case. 

When the book is taken from the sewing-press an inch or two of each string is 
left hanging to it ; these are afterwards scraped so thin as to be but little con- 
spicuous, or are employed for fastening the book to its case. The back of the 
book — that is, the assembled back-edges of all the sheets — is glued, to increase 
the bond by which they are held together. When the book has gone through 
one or two other minor processes, that one succeeds which 18 perhaps as remark- 
able as anything displayed in bookbinding ; viz. rounding the back and hollowing 
the front. In the process of ‘backing " the book is laid on а bench, held or 
pressed by the left hand of the workman, as shown in the annexed cut, and ham - 
mered near the back edge with such a peculiar movement of the left band as 
causes the back to become rounded while the hammering proceeds, The effect 
is 50 instantaneous that a looker-on scarcely knows how or when it is produced. 

The edges of the book are all this time rough and uneven; but the time has 
naw come when these edges must be brought to the level and smooth surface 7” 
which adds so much to the beauty of a book, In former times the edges were 
cut in a most clumsy and rude manner by means of shears, one blade being fixed 
to a bench and the other being moved by the right hand of the workman, while 
his left hand held the book, and thus the leaves were cut a few ata time. The 
cutting of the edges was partly effected by this method, and partly by drawing 
the edge of a sharp knife along the leaves, guided by the edge of a board. Тһе 

cutting-press "' of the present day is however д much more effective arrange- 
ment. . T'he book, after being properly adjusted between two boards, is screwed 
in a press, with one of the ends projecting a little above the level of the bench. 
The ends of al] the leaves are then cut off while in this position, by means of an 
instrument called a ** plough,” the cutting edge of which in its mods of action is 
midway between that of a pointed knife and a plane-iron. 

We next turn our attention to tha boards, which are permanently attached to 
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the book in different stages of ‘its progress towards completion, according to the 
nature of the binding. Miliboard, the stiff substance of which the sides of books 
are formed, is a thick pasteboard composed of many parallel layers, glued or 
pasted together, and pressed in a mill ta make them dense and smooth. The 
sheets are of various sizes and thicknesses, according to the size of the book for 
which they are required; and the bookbinder sometimes glues two together, to 
produce a board of double thickness, From the large sheets the smaller pieces 
are cut to form the sides of the books. In the first place a pattern-piece, or size- 
pattern is prepared, having the exact size and form of the boards to be cut. The 
cutting-machine is then adjusted to these dimensions, by causing an edged in- 
strument, analogous to a scissor-blade, to work at a certain di.tance from a 
groove or raised ledge, against which the edge of the board is placed. Тһе 
actual cutting is effected on the same principle as by a pair of shears; but the 
arrangement of the machine enables the pieces to be cut with perfect accuracy, 
both as to size and to rectangular form. 

А boarded book is attached to its covers almost entirely by the boards bejng 
pasted to the blank leaves, or “ end-papers,” placed by the binder at the be- 
ginning and end of the book. The “ cloth-case ” is first prepared by реңге the 
cloth upon the boards, placed sufficiently wide apart to allow for the thickness of 
the book ; and the case, thus made, is attached to the book by the back of the 
book being covered with stout linen, and afterwards fastened to the case; the 
end-papers are then glued to the boards, 

In a bound-book, however, the process із different, and more carefully con- 
ducted. When a volume, attached to its boards by means of the bands, is rendy 
to receive the leather covering, the leather is cut to the required size, allowing 
about half an inch all round tor paring and turning in. The edge is pared or cut 
away obliquely with a keen knife, to prevent the unseemly projection which 
would otherwise result. If it is to receive any of those decorations which add so 
much to the external beauty of а book, ерши of the devices is done 
partly before and partly after the leather is attached to the book, as we shall ех- 
Main further оп. But the made of pasting the cover on the book is the same in 
oth eases. The leather is laid smooth, with the face downwards, and the back 
surface well coated with paste. The workman then takes the book in his hands 
lays the back evenly in the middle cf the leather, and draws, and smooths, an 
works the latter until it adheres closely to the back and boards of the book. 
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3d. Decorating a Book. — We have glanced through the more prominent орега- 
tions by which the book is made to assume Из compact, тер ала durable 
form; omitting mention of many slighter manipulations, which would neither 
suit our limits, nor be intelligible to general readers, There is, however a wide 
difference between a book thus prepared, and as given in à. finished state fror 
the hands of the bookbinder, Тһе edges of the leaves are cut; but they я 
white, neither coloured nor gilt: the boards are covered with cloth vid ih 
leather; but neither cloth nor leather is embossed or stamped or ilt у ей 
tered. As these adornments are subsidiary to the formation of the bo ak dt m

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line of gold. Were not the leaves pressed together as compactly as a mass of 
wood, this effect could not be produced. 

Тһе covers of books are decorated in a greater variety of ways than the edges. 
Roau-bound school-books are sometimes ** marbled ” outside; a process which 
bears some resemblance to the sprinkling of the edges. А liquid composition of 
copperas, potash, water, and any common colouring substance, such as umber, is 
made, The books are opened, and hung over two bars, во that the bards may 
be nearly horizontal, and the leaves hang vertically downwards, The liquid 
colour is then dashed on, somewhat in the way before explained, so as to cover 
the back and sides of the book ; the spots or splashes being larger or smaller, 
according tothe mode in which the brush is handled. 

The cotton cloth with which so large a number of new books are now covered, 
has an ornamental character given to it in three different ways, either before or 
after it is applied to the boards of the book. One of these is the imprinting, all 
over the cloth, ofa small and uniform pattern, calculated to hide the barrenness 
and stiff uniformity of the threads in the cloth. If the reader has an opportunity 
of Inspecting the backs of many cloth-bound books, he will see that there are a 
great variety of patterns thus given to the cloth. Тһе process is as follows: — 
In the basement story of the factory which has been engaging our attention, are 
two machines for preparing the cloth, each of which consists of two cylinders то- 
tating in contact by means of the usual machinery, as here represented. Тһе 
cylinders are engraved with the device which is to be impressed on the cloth, 
and there are therefore аз many pairs of cvlinders as there are devices, each pair 
being fixed to the machine as wanted. By a very ingenious contrivance, a row 
of sma!l jets of gas is carried through the interior of the lower cylinder, by which 
it becomes heated throughout. Every kind of stamping or embossing in leather 
or cloth 13 more effectively períormed when aided by heat, and it is to afford this 
heat that the gas-jets are employed. Тһе second machine, on the same ргіп- 
ciple, is to impress particular designs of which a large quantity may be required, 
The piece of cotton cloth, many yards in length, is inserted between the cylin- 
ders by its extreme end, and is then, by the action of the machine, drawn regu- 
larly between them, receiving its impress as it passes. 

The embossing presses act on a different principle. Тһе device is in this case 
engraved on a flat thick plate of ateel or gun-metal, which is stamped down upon 
the leather or cloth, We have mentioned three embossing-presses as being 
sittiated in the basement of the factory. These are of immense power ; indeed, 
one of them exerts a pressure of по less than eighty tons. The mode of using is 
simply tous: —the cover or the сазе for a book is laid flat on a tablet or bed 
heated with gas from beneath, or else on a counter-die similar to that by which 
it is to be impressed, The engraved plate (which fs in “ intaglio,” like u seal, 
but not 50 deep) is fixed to the press with its face downwards, and by manual 
labour, exerted on very powerful levers, it is brought down upon the cover with 
such force as to impart its device to the leather or cloth ; the device being, of 
course, raised, or in bas-relief, like a ** cameo," 

There are some instances in which the embossing is done to the leather or 
cloth before, and in others after, the cover is pasted to the boards ; but the action 
of the machines and the nature of the device are the same in either сазе. Тһе 
large emboasing-press here represented, with its powerful horizontal wheel, its 
enormous screw, and the ingenious arrangement for heating the lower bed, is 
perhaps the most note- worthy machine in the factory. 

When we compare a cloth-bound book, or the cheap embossed-roan bibles 
now so much used, with an elegant Morocco or Russia-bound book, we see that 
the ornamental devices are raised above the common surface in the former case, 
and levelled below it in the latter. Hence a very different system of working is 
required. The name of blocking is given to the operation whereby the depressed 
device is given. This is either effected by a number of punches and other small 
tools used by hand, or by means of a blocking-press. In the *'blocking-shop ” 
are drawers and boxes filled with various small devices in brass, which the work- 
man combines according to his taste, and fixes to a flat block or plate. Тһе 
plate is atcached to the upper bed of a press, heated by means of gas within ; and 
tho case of the book being introduced beneath, the block is let down on it, and 
imprints the device, whether it be gilt or ** blind." Where a fillet, or line, or 
running sprig forms part of the ornament on the back, sides, or edge of a book, 
it is frequently done by a wheel, ог “ roll," in the manner here represented. The 
edge, or periphery, of the wheel has the device in relie*, and this, being wheeled 
along carefully over the surface of the book, leaves a corresponding depression, 

Such are the principal modes by which a book is decorated. We have been 
able merely to give a type, or general representation of each, and must ne- 
cessarily pass over the minuter shades of operation. The costly bindings in 
velvet and silk, the gold and silver clasps of expensive bibles, and all the niceties 
which the connoisseur in bookbinding regards with such an admiring eye, we 
must pass over in silence. 

It remains only for us to acknowledge the courtesy of Messrs. Westleys and 
Clark, which has enabled us to give this brief sketch ; and we cannot conclude 
without again bearing testimony to the excellent moral effects, that the manner 
іп which their establishment is conducted produces on the persons of both sexes 
who are in their employ. 
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Quszxs's Bencn.—The great Exeter railway case, “ Willmer v. 
Toby,” was argued on Monday, on a rule to show cause why the 
verdict should not be entered for the defendant upon the chief pleas; 
why Шете should not be a new trial on the ground of misdirection ; 
why the verdict should not be reduced to 6/. ; or why there should not 
he an arrest of judgment. The court took time to consider the 
judgment. 

А rule nisi for a new trial was also granted by the Court of Ex- 
chequer іп the action brought by Mr. Wakley, М.Р. against the 
“ Medical Times." 

The Brompton County Court was opened on Monday, before Mr, 
Amos, the new judge, and the Kingston Court was opened on Sa- 
turday last, before Mr. J. Е. Fraser. 

Мимпем v, тнк Роке or Brunswick. — This was an action on 
an annuity bond, to which the defendant pleaded that he was а 
reigning sovereign prince, to wit, Duke of Brunswick Liineburg. 
The plaintiff replied that the debt accrued not in respect of any act, 
matter, or thing relating to the government or policy of the duke- 
dom of Brunswick Lüneburg, but to matters of a private and indi- 
vidual kind ; and that before the debt had becomedue, the defendant 
had quitted the dominions of the dukedom, and had come to live and 
was living in England, not as a sovereign prince, but as a private in- 
dividual, owing allegiance’ to our Sovereign? Lady the Queen. To 
this replication there was a demurrer. Мг, Lush, in support of the 
demurrer, urged that the defendant was a sovereign prince invested 
with all the rights, privileges, and immunities belonging to one who 
filled that character. If, by the averment that the defendant had 
come to reside in this country, where he was not sovereign, it was 
meant that he had thereby rendered himself liable to be sued, the re- 
plication was bad for alleging argumentatively that liability. If the 
other side contended that the fact of a defendant being a sovereign 
prince made no difference in the liability, the cases of the ** Duke of 
Brunswick v, the King of Hanover," where the defendant, though a 
sovereign prince, was also a peer of this realm, was an answer, The 
declaration, also was defective for not showing that the deed could 
have been sued on in Brunswick. Мг, Bovill, for the plaintiff, in- 
sisted that, as the defendant, by hís plea, did not deny that he would 
have been liable npon the contract even in Brunswick itself, nor as- 
sert that the contract was made by him in his character of sovereign 
prince, it must be taken that it was made by him as a private indivi- 
dual, and that he might have been sued on it where it was made. If 
so, he might be sued on it in this country in his character of a pri- 
vate individual, which the plea described him to be, T'he court took 
time to consider its judgment.
